Cincinnati, Aug. 5 —That the uni- 


dentified white woman whose head- 
less body partially clad was found late 
Friday in Bloody 
Run sewer in a 


lonely spot in the outskirts of Cincin- 
nati, was murdered by having her 
throat cut and her body thrown Into 
the sewer was the theory advanced by 
Coroner Coe today. 
The sewer Is more than a mile in 


length and there are 100 manholes 
Into which the body might have been 
thrown. The absence of the woman's 
head, which the coroner now thinks 
was on the body when it was cast in- 
to the sewer lias so far baffled iden- 
tification. 
The coroner believed the head fell 


from the body in the sewer and the 
police and a large force of city sew- 
er department employes 
began a 
search of the big drain this morning. 


They are equipped with long poles 


with which they prodded in the foot 
and a hal'f of water and muck in the 
bottom of the eight foot sewer. The 
work was done by the light of lan- 
terns anu their progress thro'ssh the 
sewer was slow. 
The headless corpse was found by 


four boys who walked through the 
big trunk sewer Friday morning as a 
prank. Terror sealed tieir lips un- 
til Friday afternoon when one of the 
boys told his father what he had seen 
and the police and coroner were noti- 
fied.Dr. ^neodore Bange, who perform- 
ed the postmortem examination at the 
morgue believes that the woman had 
been in the water about a month. The 
woman, he says, was between 25 and 
35 years old, weighed probably 14S 
Ibs and was in peifect phy&lcal con- 
dition. He found no external maiKs 
of violence and doubts that the head 
was severed from the body by the 
murderer. 
Coroner Coe admits a slit on the 


woman's left arm and a deep hole 
in the chest may bore been caused 
by a wound indicted before death, 
but says that there is an equfM proba- 
bility that driftwood aided by de- 
composition caused the marks. 
The 


body has also been gnawed }>y rat*. 
The head was seveiecl close to the 
shoulders, exposing the collar bone 
and one shoulder blade. 
The lower 
part of the woman's body was in ex- 
cellent condition and tho feet were 
perfect in shape and without a blem- 
ish. The hands wetc slendci with ta- 
pering fingers and the nails of both 
hands and feet showed care. 
The 
shoes and stockings weie 
missing, 


but the body was clad in a blue skirt 
of heavy 
material, an undervest of 


fine texture, a corset chemise of lace 
and embroidery and a black polka- 
dotted shirt waist. 
The body was found near the north 


opening of the sewer, where the wa- 
ter drains into another sewer. 
The 


nearest large 
outlet is half a mile 


away. The police say the body could 
have been dropped through- a mai:- 
hole but believe it may have been put 
at the south end and earned north 
by the water which 
is 
sometimes 


several feet deep after a heavy rain. 


The place where the body was, du 


covered is in a secluded part of the 
north suburbs, half a mile from the 
nearest house and several hundred 
yards from Hopkins avenue, a high- 
way much frequented by automobiles. 


The 
police of many 
cities have 


wired descriptions of missing women 
to Chief of Police Jackson, but none 
seems to tit that of the headless wo- 
man. A full description of the mur- 
dered woman fiom the coroner's ob- 
servaUons and measurements is-

TESTIFIES IN 


STEEL PROBE 


New York, August 5—For the first 


time in the histoiy of the United 
States, a former president appeared 
before a legislative committee today, 
wrhen Col Theodore Roosevelt pre- 
sented himself before the Stanley in- 
vestigating committee to tell what he 
knew regarding the absorption Of 
the Tennessee Coal and 
Iron Com- 


pany by,the steel-trust. 
Apparently 


bubbling over with energy and good 
humor, the former president bustled 
into the chamber, shouted "How are 
you?"t o several of his friends and 
then greeted Cnairman Stanley wltli 
the Roosevelt handshake. 
All the 


committee then filed by the colonel 
and he held an impromptu reception. 
When Roosevelt settled back in the 
witness 
chair 
Stanley 
announced 
that he had not been subpoenaed and 
would not have been. 
He then asked 


tne colonel to tell just what was told 
him by Judge Gary and Mr. Frick, 
when in the fall of 1907 they sought 
permission from him to buy the Ten- 
nessee Coal & Iron Company. 
MORB TO CUM 


Roosevelt then ieviewcd conditions 


in the financial world at the time of 
the panic. He told of- his interviews 
with Gary and Fuck at the 
White 


House. 
Tlic colonel accepted no ie- 


sponsibilitj tor the gobbling up 
of 


the Tennessee company and asserted 
that he had been convinced that the 
merger was absolutely necessary 
to 


save the country from financial ca- 
lamity. 
For two hours Chairman 


Stanley and members of the commit- 
tee bombarded him with questions. 
In summing up his testimony Roose- 
velt said- "All of the information I 
have leccived leads 
me to believe 


that only was my action proper, but 
that it would ha\c been criminal im- 
pobition as the repiefaentative of the 
people ot the United States if I had 
tailed to take that action "

colonel 
admitted, however, 


that at the time ot the merger he 
had no information 
as to the im- 
mense coal and iron holdings of the 
Tennes&ce company, 
which,

turned over to the steel trust,

nopolj of tho iron and steel business.

by J. Pierpont Moigan with the ac- 
quiescence, since regretted, of 
An- 


diew Carnegie. 
- Mr. Schwao 
pictured the 
Steel 


Corporation as a legal organization 
not tornied to curtail output, restrict 
competition or maintain prices, but 
to develop the steel industry of 
America. 
Aside fiom lecitmg 
the 


inside historj of the origin of 
the 


Steel Corporation, he gave the com- 
mittee much information relating to 
traffic matters, ore properties 
and 


steel manufactures. He said that he 
had peisuaded Carnegie to sell. 


The witness denied that the Brus- 


sels conference of steel manufactur- 
ers of the world, from which he re- 
turned recently, had anything to do 
with fixing prices. 


"1 want * to assure you," he said, 


that at no time was the question 


of prices or division of business even 
mentioneJ. 
We weie there, to tell 
the exact truth, it seems to me, tc 
have a good time. 


Representative Sterling of Illinois 


led Mr. Schwab into a geneial difa- 
cusbioii of the tariff on steel, paitic- 
ularly as to the relations ot the bus- 
iness in this country and Germany. 


"The real purpose of the taiiff on 
steel," Mr. Sterling suggested, "is to 
protect you in the home market. You 
say you can manufacture rails 
as 


cheaply as Germany, and you still 
have the advantage in that territory, 
while it must tiansport to our mar- 
ket?" 
"Yes, but Germany can now trans- 


port to our Pacific coast for les& than 
we can ship from Pittsbuig to 
the 


coast," said Mr. Schwab. 
"I do not want to argue the tai- 


iff," lie said, "but I cannot for the 
life of me see anj disadvantage to 
Ameiica from liberal protection. 
It 


seems to me to be a mistake to have 
the tariff so low that a foreign com- 
petitor can even reach our Pacific 
coast. That is not the practice 
of 


Germany, France, Austria or Italy, 
or of any counti> except1 England." 


"You could make rails for 
less 


than $28 a ton and &till make some 
profit, couldn't you?" Mr. Beall in- 
quned. 


"Oh, yes," was Mv. Schwab's 
re- 


ply, 
"but I think $28 a ton is too 


low. 
As a matter of fact, since I 


have been president of the Bethlehem 
Steel iCompany we have never 
sold 


rails for less than $30. 
We 
have 


sold them as high as $."15 a ton."

on all points but one

Beall asked him conceining an opin- 
ion given before the Steel Corpoia- 
tion combine by Andrew Carnegie on 
his steel plants to Judge

On School Boek Affairs Will Pro- 


bably be Result of Present 


Situation. 


Columbus, O , Aug. 
3 —Fearful 
that its course in reducing from 25 
to 10 per cent the reductions 
from 


the li&t price submitted by school 
book companies for license to sell 
books in Ohio would result in giving 
the American Book Company a prac- 
tical monopoly in the field, becausa 
it stole a march on its competitors 
and re-listed its books m advance, tho 
state school commission 
yesterday 


practically rescinded its action 
of 


several weeks ago. 


The course decided upon by the 


commission is this: 
Where book 


companies have books actually in uso 
in the -schools of Ohio they will 
bo 


lis/ed at 75 per cent of the list pricw 
as ptovided by law. All revised edi- 
tions and all new books will have to 
be passed upon by the commission 
before they are admitted. The com- 
mission may then exeicise its judg- 
meut m fixing the price. 
A 40 peti 


cent reduction probably will be In- 
sisted upon against these. 
The commission's action waa 


ken after the situation 
had 


considered from, all angles at «ev«r- 
al conferences 'by Governor Harmon, 
Secretary of State Graves and State 
School Commissioner Miller. It prac- 
tically was forced by 
two things. 


First: The fact that the listing of ita 
books by the American Book Com- 
pany, which does 60 per cent of the 
business in Ohio, and a few minor 
companies in the fall of last 
year 


was held to be legal by the attorney 
seneial; and second, that with 
few- 


exceptions the school book compan- 
ies refused to sell to Ohio boards of 
education at 60 per cent of their liso 
pi ice.

Candidates Host be Filed by August 5. 


The primary elections of both political parties 


are held on the same day. 


The primaries this year will be held on Tuesday, 


September 5. 


All petitions of candidates for the primaries 


must be tiled with the Board of Elections by August 
5. (The exact date will be August (>, but that, comes 
on Sunday.) 


This is the ruling which has been sent out by 


the Attorney (Jeneral. 


Persons who desire to have their names on the 


primary ballot must have their petitions signed and 
tiled by that time. 


Petitions of candidates must contain signatures 


equal to 2 per cent of the party vote in county, muni- 
cipality, township or ward. 


The basis of percentage in each case shall be the 


vote of the party in such county, municipality, pre- 
cinct, ward or other political subdivision tor gover- 
nor at the last preceding election for state offices.

ADDRESS OF B. 6 0. 


CLAIM AGENT AT 


EMPLOYES REUNION 


The 
address delivered by C. W. 


Kgan. general claim agent of the Bal- 
timore and Ohio system, to the em- 
ployes of the operating 
Department 


of the road at their annual reunion 
at Harper's Ferry, W. Va., has at- 
tracted 
considerable 
attention in 


railroad circles and the point brought 
out in the address, urging care in the 
discharge of duty were freely discuss- 
ed. 
Mr. Kgan spoke to the railroad 


men at their special invitation the 
subject of "conservation of men," and 
the advice he gave the men of the 
rank and file in railroad operation is 
an evidence of the concerted action 
towards minimizing the number of 
railroad casualties being pursued by 
the lines. Mr. Egan in the discharge 
of his official duties with the Balti- 
more and Ohio system has made a 
c.use study of the cause and effect, 
both to the company and to the em- 
ployees, of a failure to observe in- 
structions in little things which many 
times are extended by serious conse- 
quences in big things. 


He made it plain to the railroad 


men that in most cases where an in- 
fraction of rules had resulted in a 
oss to the railctmd company, or per- 
iaps a personal injury to the employe 
it would have caused less effort to 
•egard the rules 
than to disregard 


them. 
Mr. Egan is regarded as an 


expert on the subject he spoke on at 
harpers Ferry, having made similar 
;alks to various associations of rail- 
road men throughout the country. He 
was president of the National Assocl- 
ition of Railway Claim Agents, em- 
bracing a membership of the Claim 
Agents and Olaim Attorneys of the 
large American and Canadian rail- 
road systems and delivered a simi-, 
lar address before the convention of ] 
that association. 


To the railroad men at Harper's 


Ferry, Mr. Egan pointed out that A 
majority of the railroad mishaps are 
a result of inadvertence on the part 
of the men themselves, or the act of 
a fellow servant. 
He cited to his 


hearers that in most cases more time 
is consumed making a report of an 
accident to superior 
officers than 


would have been necessary to take 
precautionary steps to prevent. As 
Mr. Egan expressed it, "more time is 
taken up explaining a non-observance 
of rules which caused an accident 
than would have been required in the 
correct performance of duty and con- 
sequent avoidance of injury or dam- 
age to equipment. 


Mr. Egan told the 
railroad me/i 


that, In his opinion, every employe 
is in duty bound to Impress upon 
every fellow-employe the importance 
of carefulness in his railroad work, 
and If after endeavoring to bring this 
about his efforts meet with failure, 
then it is his duty to place the matter 
before the proper official in order 
that a correction may be made. 


"The proper meaning of conserva- 


tion of men with regard to the rail- 
ways of our country," said Mr. Egan, 
"is the 
prevention of accidents tn 


which our best railway men are killed 
or injured and millions of dollars 
worth of property and equipment de- 
stroyed each year. In the last three 
months, according to statistics of our 
interstate railways, $2,900,000 was 
paid in repairs to engines and cars 
as the result of accidents which could 
have 
been 
prevented. 
When the 


statement is made that the accidents 
jesulting in this destruction of prop- 
erty could have been prevented, the 
fact is established by investigation of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
which shows that 85 to 90 per cent of 
the accidents on our railways occur 
through carelessness. 


"The greatest risk to careful anu 


competent men, is the risk of serious 
injury or death through the thought- 
lessness or carelessness of their fel- 
lowmen. 
As stated only ten to fif- 


teen per cent of the accidents are the 
result of defective equipment or in- 
sufficient maintenance. 


"When you find a fellow workman, 


who 
is careless it is your duty to 


teach him to be careful, and if you 
cannot teach him to be careful, it is 
proper to call the matter to official 
attention. 
It is a duty you owe t« 


yourselves and your fellow-men, it is 
a duty vou owe to your family and it 
is a duty that you owe the company. 


"You must remember that in nine 


cases out of ten it is better to delay 
a train than to cause an accident; in 
nine cases out of ten it takes less 
rime to prevent an accident than :i 
takes to make out a personal injury 
report and it also takes longer to ex- 
plain why you 
did a thing wrong 


than it does to do it right. You must 
remember that every 
time one of 


your fellow workmen Is killed, it not 
only brings sorrow, pain and suffer- 
ing into the household, but necessi- 
tates the employeinent of a "green" 
man in his place and thereby lessens 
efficiency and makes your risks oi 


< mployment greater."
